FICALLY CONVEY ANY COMMITMENTS ON BEHALF OF THE COMMITTEE. 

3. ROK EMBASSY INFORMED DEPARTMENT AFTER THE MEETING THAT 
THE SPEAKER EXPRESSED GREAT APPRECIATION FOR THE SUCCESS- 
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FUL ARRANGEMENTS FOR TONGSUN PARK'S TESTIMONY, WHICH HE 
CHARACTERIZED AS HIGHLY USEFUL. SPEAKER THEN SPOKE OF 
THE NEED FOR COMMITTEE STAFF TO SEEK SOME INFORMATION 
FROM FORMER AMBASSADOR KIM TONG- JO IF THE INVESTIGATIONS 
ARE TO BE TERMINATED SATISFACTORILY.AND URGED THAT THE 
AMBASSADOR CONSULT WITH PRESIDENT PARK ON THIS PROBLEM. 

KIM REPORTEDLY ADVISED THE SPEAKER AGAINST BEING OPTIMISTIC
